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SUMMARY 


The  1977  Montana  Legislature  passed  Senate  Joint  Resolution  11 
which  requested  the  Committee  on  Priorities  to  assign  an 
interim  study  on  the  governance  of  community  colleges  in 
Montana.   The  Committee  on  Priorities  assigned  the  study  to 
the  Interim  Subcommittee  on  Education. 

The  Subcommittee  met  six  times  during  1977-1978  and  held  one 
public  hearing  to  consider  the  need  for  community  college 
district  law  revisions.   During  several  of  its  meetings,  the 
Subcommittee  heard  testimony  from  community  college  trustees, 
administrators,  and  interested  persons. 

In  cooperation  with  community  college  trustees,  presidents, 
and  administrators,  the  Subcommittee  drafted  proposed  legis- 
lation for  introduction  to  the  regular  session  of  the  Forty- 
Sixth  Legislature.   The  Subcommittee's  bill  incorporates  the 
following  significant  features: 

(a)  the  community  college  chapter  of  Montana  laws  takes 
precedence  over  other  school  laws  for  community  college 
governance; 

(b)  school  laws  felt  to  be  necessary  for  community 
college  operations  are  referenced  in  the  community  college 
chapter  as  applicable  to  community  college  districts; 

(c)  necessary  school  district  provisions  outside  of 
Title  20  are  referenced  in  the  community  college  chapter  as 
applicable  to  community  college  districts.

A  JOINT  RESOLUTION  OF  THE  SENATE  AND  THE  HOUSE  OF  REPRESENTATIVES

WHEREAS,  in  1971  the  Legislature  transferred  supervision  of 
the  community  college  districts  to  the  Board  of  Regents;  and 

WHEREAS,  such  transfer  was  not  accompanied  by  enactment 
of  an  adequately  comprehensive  body  of  law  dealing  with 
community  college  districts;  and 

WHEREAS,  there  is  no  clearly  applicable  and  adequately 
comprehensive  body  of  law  relating  to  powers  and  duties  of 
community  college  district  trustees,  the  relationship  between 
the  trustees  and  local  government  officers,  and  budgeting 
financial  administration  procedures  for  community  college 
districts;  and 

WHEREAS,  a  legislative  study  of  the  community  college 
district  laws,  which  would  make  recommendations  for  the 
general  clarification,  updating,  supplementation,  and  revision 
of  such  laws,  would  be  useful  to  the  Legislature  and  the 
people  of  Montana. 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RESOLVED  BY  THE  SENATE  AND  THE  HOUSE 
OF  REPRESENTATIVES  OF  THE  STATE  OF  MONTANA: 

That  the  Committee  on  Priorities  is  requested  to  assign 
the  appropriate  standing  committee  to  study  the  statutory 
provisions  governing  community  college  districts,  to  prepare 
recommendations  for  the  general  clarification,  updating, 
supplementation,  and  revision  of  such  provisions,  and  to 
report  its  findings  and  recommendations  to  the  regular 
session  of  the  46th  Legislature.

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1.   INTRODUCTION  AND  HISTORY  OF  COMMUNITY  COLLEGES 


Senate  Joint  Resolution  11,  passed  during  the  1977  Legisla- 
ture, requested  the  Conunittee  on  Priorities  to 

assign  the  appropriate  standing  conunittee  to  study 
the  statutory  provisions  governing  community 
college  districts,  to  prepare  recommendations  for 
the  general  clarification,  updating,  supplementa- 
tion, and  revision  of  such  provisions,  and  to 
report  its  findings  and  recommendations  to  the 
regular  session  of  the  46th  Legislature. 

The  Committee  on  Priorities  assigned  the  Community  College 
governance  study  to  the  Subcommittee  on  Education.   The  Sub- 
committee met  six  times  during  the  1977-1978  interim  to  con- 
sider community  college  governance.   During  its  study,  the 
Subcommittee  held  one  public  hearing  to  consider  the  need 
for  revising  community  college  laws.   Testimony  was  presented 
by  community  college  trustees,  administrators,  and  interested 
persons. 

This  report  outlines  the  work  of  the  Subcommittee.   Much  of 
the  detail  work  for  the  Community  College  Governance  Act 
recommended  by  the  Subcommittee  was  done  by  the  community 
college  presidents  and  coordinator.   The  Subcommittee  wishes 
to  express  its  appreciation  for  their  attention  to  detail 
and  long  hours  of  effort. 

II 

The  author  of  a  recent  book  on  community  colleges  noted  that 
"though  the  stock  market  has  faltered,  it  is  still  a  bull 
market  for  junior  colleges".   It  was  no  overstatement.   Only 
eight  two-year  colleges  existed  at  the  beginning  of  the  20th 
century.   All  eight  were  private  institutions;  the  total  en- 
rollment was  slightly  over  300  students.   Turn-of-the- 
century  figures  are  miniscule  when  compared  with  1970 's 
statistics.   Today,  two-year  colleges  dot  the  landscape  in 
every  state  except  South  Dakota.  ■'■ 

Leo  J.  Eiden,  Education  Programs  Specialist  for  the  Depart- 
ment of  Health,  Education  and  Welfare,  noted  the  following 
trends  in  two-year  colleges  in  the  United  States  during  the 
last  decade: 

In  recent  years,  the  development  and  continuing 
growth  of  two-year  colleges  have  altered  the  tra- 
ditional pattern  of  higher  education.   These 
institutions  have  made  postsecondary  education 
accessible  to  many  more  Americans,  and  have  added 
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new  dimensions  to  the  concept  of  continued  learn- 
ing. The  reasons  for  this  trend  include  the  two- 
year  college's  relatively  low-cost  tuition,  loca- 
tions that  are  easily  reached,  and  a  diversity  of 
course  offerings.  A  brief  look  at  some  recent 
data  will  highlight  the  growing  popularity  of 
these  institutions. 

The  past  decade  has  seen  an  increase  in  the  total 
number  of  two-year  colleges  from  865  in  1968  to 
1,154  in  1977.   This  increase  is  entirely  the 
result  of  additions  to  the  public  sector.   On  the 
basis  of  two-year  institutions  reporting  on  student 
enrollment  in  1977,  there  were  919  publicly  con- 
trolled schools  and  235  privately  controlled;  the 
respective  figures  in  1968  were  594  and  271.  This 
amounts  to  an  increase  of  325  public  institutions 
and  a  decrease  of  36  privately  controlled  schools. 

In  the  fall  of  1977,  these  1,154  schools  reported 
more  than  four  million  students  in  attendance.   A 
decade  ago  less  than  a  quarter  of  all  postsecondary 
students  attended  two-year  institutions;  today, 
these  colleges  account  for  nearly  36  percent  of 
total  enrollment.   In  1977  most  of  the  students 
attended  publicly  controlled  schools  (3,943,000). 
Moreover,  for  the  first  time,  the  number  of  women 
in  two-year  institutions  (2,098,000)  exceeded  the 
number  of  men  (1,987,000).   Geographically,  enroll- 
ment appears  to  be  concentrated  in  relatively  few 
states;  only  four  states  (California,  Illinois, 
New  York,  and  Texas)  accounted  for  50  percent  of 
the  enrollees.   California  alone  has  over  one 
million  students  in  two-year  colleges  --  or  just 
27  percent  of  the  national  total. 

Estimates  for  the  1977-78  academic  year  indicate 
that  the  average  annual  tuition  in  the  private 
sector  is  nearly  twice  as  much  in  a  university 
($3,403)  as  in  a  two-year  institution  ($1,758). 
For  public  institutions,  the  average  figures  for 
tuition  are:   universities,  $741;  other  four-year 
colleges,  $598;  and  two-year  colleges,  $407. ^ 

Community  college  growth  in  Montana  has  not  been  nearly  as 
spectacular;  its  movement  has  been  slow  and  limited  when 
compared  to  other  states.   The  movement  did  not  roar  onto 
the  scene  as  did  its  national  counterparts.   In  Montana,  the 
process  has  been  cautious  and  evolutionary. 

Miles  Community  College  organized  in  1939  as  Custer  County 
Junior  College.   Dawson  College  -  originally  known  as  Dawson 
County  Junior  College  -  followed  a  year  later.   Both  operated 
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as  extensions  of  local  high  schools;  both  were  governed  by 
local  high  school  boards.   Their  growth  was  slow  during  the 
first  two  decades.   Miles  Community  College,  for  example, 
enrolled  only  37  students  for  credit  classes  in  1957.   The 
campus  at  Miles  consisted  of  the  former  Milwaukee  Railroad 
Depot  Building  and  two  rented  classrooms  nearby. 

The  1960 's  marked  a  period  of  institutional  development  and 
maturation  for  Montana's  community  colleges.   During  that 
period,  the  community  colleges  separated  from  local  high 
school  governance  boards.   Dawson  College  did  so  as  a  result 
of  community  college  laws  passed  by  the  1965  legislature. 
Since  Flathead  Valley  Community  College  was  established 
after  1965,  the  college  was  never  under  high  school  juris- 
diction.  Miles  Community  College  established  an  independent 
junior  college  district  in  January,  1970.   1970,  therefore, 
marked  the  first  time  when  all  community  colleges  in  Montana 
operated  as  separate  entities  from  local  high  school  govern- 
ing boards. 3 

Further  evolution  of  Montana  community  colleges  took  place 
in  1971  when  the  Board  of  Regents  received  legal  authority 
for  some  aspects  of  community  college  governance.   The  1972 
Montana  Constitution  further  added  governance  authority  for 
community  colleges  to  the  Regents  while  appintment  of  the 
Commissioner  of  Higher  Education  in  1973  lead  to  written 
policy  development  relating  to  community  college  governance. 
Also,  the  period  witnessed  movement  away  from  state  school 
foundation  program  funding  for  the  community  colleges.   The 
legislature  established  a  local/state  funding  ratio  of 
35/65%  for  community  college  support  in  1975.^ 
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COMMUNITY  COLLEGE  GOVERNANCE 


Governance  often  means  different  things  to  different  people. 
Unlike  the  vocational  education  governance  study  --  where 
the  basic  question  is  "Who  governs?"  —  the  primary  question 
in  the  community  college  study  is  "What  laws  govern?" 

The  question  "what  laws  govern?"  came  about  as  a  result  of 
the  evolutionary  growth  of  Montana's  community  colleges. 
Prior  to  1965,  community  colleges  (then  called  junior  colleges) 
operated  as  the  13th  and  14th  grades  of  local  high  school 
districts.   In  1965  the  legislature  reorganized  community 
colleges  to  allow  independent  community  college  districts. 
Miles  Community  College  did  not  establish  an  indepedent 
district  until  January  of  1970.   Then,  in  1971,  the  Superin- 
tendent of  Public  Instruction  was  removed  from  community 
college  governance  and  the  Board  of  Regents  assumed  a  shared 
governance  responsiblity  with  local  community  college  boards 
of  trustees.   In  the  mid-1970 's,  the  ANB  funding  formula  was 
changed  to  a  state/local  ratio  of  65/35%. 

Thus,  by  1975,  community  colleges  were  de  facto  unique, 
separate  institutions,  separate  from  both  K-12  and  university 
programs.   However,  the  laws  that  governed  community  college 
districts  remained  firmly  rooted  in  the  laws  that  governed 
local  K-12  school  districts. 

Some  of  the  school  district  laws  serve  community  college 
districts  well.   But,  like  old,  passed-down  clothing,  the 
laws  are  sometimes  too  tight,  sometimes  too  loose,  and 
almost  always  look  like  they  belong  on  someone  else.   In 
addition,  community  college  administrators  are  not  always 
certain  that  the  school  district  garments  actually  belong  to 
them.   The  term  district  occurs  2,148  times  in  Title  20 
alone,  but  the  applicability  of  these  provisions  to  com- 
munity college  districts  has  never  been  established  clearly. 

The  hand-me-down  phenomenon  leads  to  a  number  of  problems. 
Since  the  community  colleges  do  not  have  a  primary  collec- 
tion of  laws  tailored  tc  suit  them,  yet  cannot  operate 
without  certain  K-12  lavs,  administrators  constantly  borrow 
those  K-12  laws  that  seem  to  fit  —  ignoring  those  that  do 
not.   This  situation  is  less  than  ideal  and  always  filled 
with  uncertainty. 

II 

The  community  college  presidents  and  coordinator  met  to- 
gether several  times  to  begin  working  out  a  solution  to  the 
question  of  what  laws  should  apply  to  community  college 
districts  —  and  which  should  not  apply.   Initially,  they 
began  sifting  through  the  school  laws  of  Montana  contained 
in  Title  20  to  recommend  which  laws  should  be  amended  to 
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specifically  include,  and  which  should  specifically  exclude, 
community  college  districts. 

During  the  selection  and  elimination  process,  it  became  ap- 
parent that  community  college  districts  should  operate 
primarily  according  to  the  community  college  chapter  of 
Title  20;  essential  school  district  laws  could  be  cited  in 
the  community  college  district  chapter  as  being  applicable 
to  community  college  districts.   Under  this  reasoning, 
school  district  sections  not  cited  would  be  considered 
nonapplicable  to  community  college  districts.   This  argument 
eliminated  the  need  to  amend  literally  hundreds  of  local 
school  district  laws.   The  enclosed  bill  incorporates  these 
statements  in  sections  2  and  13.   If  enacted  by  the  Legis- 
lature, the  Community  College  Governance  Act  would  thus 
amend  the  community  college  chapter  in  such  a  way  that  K-12 
school  district  provisions  would  be  applicable  to  community 
college  districts  only  when  specifically  cited  in  Chapter 
15. 

When  the  community  college  presidents  and  coordinator  com- 
pleted this  phase  of  the  governance  study,  one  additional 
problem  remained  to  be  resolved.   Several  hundred  references 
to  "school  districts"  exist  in  Montana  law  outside  of  Title 
20.   It  became  necessary,  therefore,  to  identify  each  instance 
where  the  term  "school  district"  occurred,  and  to  include 
only  the  applicable  school  district  sections  in  the  Com- 
munity College  Governance  Act.   This  was  done  in  section  12, 
subsection  (1) .   Subsection  (2)  of  section  12  makes  it  clear 
that  whenever  the  term  "school  district"  occurs,  but  is  not 
cited  as  applicable  to  community  college  districts,  its 
meaning  does  not  include  a  community  college  district. 

To  reiterate,  sections  2,  12,  and  13  are  the  heart  of  the 
Community  College  Governance  Act.   Section  2  establishes 
that  the  community  college  chapter  is  the  primary  law  govern- 
ing community  college  districts.   Necessary  school  district 
laws  are  cited  in  section  13  as  being  applicable  to  com- 
munity college  districts.   In  turn,  section  12  attempts  to 
deal  with  the  current  confusion  of  the  term  "school  district" 
when  it  occurs  outside  of  Title  20.   Currently,  it  is  not 
always  clear  whether  or  not  the  term  applies  to  community 
college  districts.   Section  12  therefore  establishes  that 
the  term  "school  district",  outside  of  Title  20,  includes 
community  college  districts  only  when  cited  in  the  community 
college  chapter;  when  the  term  occurs  outside  of  Title  20, 
but  is  not  cited  in  section  12,  subsection  (1),  community 
college  districts  are  not  to  be  included  in  the  sections' 
provisions. 

In  summary,  the  Community  College  Governance  Act  proposes 
two  basic  changes  in  present  law: 

(1)  Sections  2  and  13  establish  the  community  college 
chapter  as  the  primary  law  governing  community  college 
districts. 
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This  would  eliminate  the  present  confusion  regarding  the  ambigu- 
ous terms  "district",  "any  district",  and  "school  district"  in 
Title  20; 

(2)  Section  12  accomplishes  basically  the  same  objective 
regarding  the  occurrence  of  the  term  "school  district"  outside 
of  Title  20.   Only  those  sections  cited  in  section  12  to 
specifically  include  community  college  districts  would  apply 
to  community  college  district  governance. 

Ill 

Of  primary  concern  to  the  Interim  Subcommittee  on  Education  was 
the  question  of  what  substantive  changes  are  contained  in  the 
proposed  Community  College  Governance  Act.   The  question  of 
substantive  change  is  difficult  and  elusive  since  the  substance 
of  current  community  college  district  law  has  no  solid  base 
against  which  one  can  judge  "substantive"  change.   In  short, 
the  uniform  applicability  to  community  college  districts  of 
school  laws  has  been  uncertain  at  best.   The  basic  substantive 
change  of  the  draft  bill  therefore  is  the  attempt  to  establish 
clearly  those  laws  community  college  districts  are  subject  to  — 
while  distinguishing  clearly  the  laws  that  govern  community 
college  districts  from  laws  that  govern  K-12  school  districts. 

There  remains  the  question  of  what  laws  specifically  should  be 
included  and  excluded  in  the  Community  College  Governance  Act. 
During  its  study  the  Subcommittee  noted  that  the  following 
sections  deserve  special  attention  if  the  Community  College 
Governance  Act  is  to  become  the  basic  law  governing  community 
college  districts:

This  is  a  major  substantive  change  that 
was  discussed  in  the  body  of  this  report.

20-15-225  to  state  that  the  community 
college  district  board  of  trustees 
may  establish  employee  benefits  under 
PERS.   The  trustees  currently  do  this 
at  community  colleges. 

32  34,  35     Budget  -  approval.   This  section  amends 

20-15-302.   The  first  amendment,  from 
"general  fund"  to  "operating"  budget, 
makes  section  302  consistent  with 
the  budget  language  of  20-15-303. 
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SUBCOMMITTEE  DELIBERATIONS  AND  RECOMMENDATIONS 


During  its  interim  study  the  Subcommittee  on  Education  noted 
that  Montana's  community  colleges  have  gone  through  a  number 
of  evolutionary  changes  since  Custer  County  Junior  College 
was  established  in  1939.   Beginning  as  extensions  of  local 
high  school  districts,  the  colleges  operated  closely  within 
the  framework  of  Montana's  K-12  school  district  system. 
During  the  past  decade,  however,  community  colleges  have 
moved  toward  an  independent  status;  separate  from  local  high 
school  districts  and  boards,  separate  from  the  school  district 
funding  formula,  and  separate  from  the  Office  of  Public 
Instruction.   As  independent  districts,  the  colleges  occupy 
a  place  in  the  Montana  education  community  between  K-12 
districts  and  the  Montana  University  System. 

While  institutional  changes  occurred,  only  ad  hoc,  piecemeal 
adjustments  were  made  in  laws  governing  community  college 
districts.   The  basic  legal  foundation  underlying  community 
college  districts  remains  closely  tied  to  the  legal  struc- 
ture of  K-12  school  districts.   Some  school  district  laws 
remain  appropriate  to  community  college  districts  while 
others  clearly  do  not  apply;  in  between  are  many  grey  areas. 
This  means  that  community  college  administrators  are  forced 
to  select  laws  that  they  think   apply  to  community  college 
districts. 

The  Community  College  Governance  Act  drafted  by  the  Sub- 
committee would  specify  the  applicability  of  school  district 
laws  to  community  college  districts. 

The  Subcommittee  recognized  that  the  Community  College 
Governance  Act  will  not  solve  all  the  questions  about  laws 
which  apply  to  community  college  districts.   Questions  will 
remain  about  the  applicability  to  community  college  districts 
of  laws  relating  to  state  agencies,  officers,  and  employees. 
This  is  not  a  problem  unique  to  community  college  districts. 
It  probably  cannot  be  resolved  only  for  community  college 
districts  without  major  implications  to  local  education 
agencies. 

The  Subcommittee  recommends  that  the  Forty-Sixth  Legislature 
enact  a  Community  College  Governance  Act  that: 

(1)  makes  the  community  college  district  chapter  of  MCA 
the  primary  law  governing  community  college  districts; 

(2)  establishes  the  applicability  to  community  college 
districts  of  other  school  laws;  and 

(3)  clarifies  the  applicability  to  community  college 
districts  of  the  term  "school  district"  when  it  occurs 
outside  of  Title  20,  MCA.
